Koch Writes About His Consump- 
tion Cure— The Injection 
Works traffic. 



Sufferers from Hitherto Incurable 
Discuses Benefitted at Once— A 
Wonderful Remedy. 



Berlin, No '. 14. — Professor Koch has. 
decided not to make public the secret of 
his inoculating fluid, for fear incompetent 
persons might try to make the lymph and 
thus cast discredit upon hin invention. 
The cases of patients with lupus treated 
are still progressing satisfactorily. Ex- 
periments on syphilitic patients have no 
effect. 

Professor Koch says lie is as yet unpre- 
pared to indicate the source from which 
the curative matter in derived and the 
method of preparation, for the reason 
that experimental work is still in pro- 
gress, ilo states that the curative lymph 
itself can be obtained from Dr. Libbortz, 
whoso address is No. 28 Lunonberger 
strasse, Berlin. The lymph is de- 
scribed as consisting of a brown- 
ish transparent liquid, so prepared 
:>s to be proof against deterioration. 
When diluted with water for use 
the matter is liable to decay. It i3 neces- 
sary, therefore, that it be perfectly steril- 
ized by beat and preserved in 11 wadding 
covering, or prepared with a solution of 
phenol (>0 per cent, strong. When taken 
into the stomach the curative mutter 
proves to have no effect. It must he ap- 
plied subcutnnoously by means of a valve- 
less syringe, which should 1".' !!os«<1 with 
absolute alcohol and kept in a perfectly 
aseptic condition. 

Twenty-live hundredths of a cubic cen- 
timeter intensely ufleoted a healthy man 
who was subjected to an experiment, 
while two cubic centimeters applied to 11 
guinea pig had little effect.

THE LUXTON LIBEL SUIT. 

The Jury stnml Nine tor Acquittal and Three 
Tor Conviction— The Defendant 
DlsGharecd. 

WlNNU'EO, .Man., Nov. 15.— The free 
Press has knocked out Attorney-General 
Martin in his libel suit brought against Edi- 
tor Lux ton. The case came to an end this 
morning after the jury had been out all 
night.

.still exists. So far from my having ex- 
aggerated, I purposely suppressed many 
facts, for by their revelation a permanent 
injury might bo inflicted upon the insti- 
tution. Does Mr. Smith wish to compel 
mo to expose thorn to tho light of day / 
If this matter were only of "recent de- 
velopment," I should have waited with 
patience for its "speedy and effectual " 
cure. But, as a matter of fact, it has 
been, to my own certain knowledge, in 
tho condition in which I described it, for 
mouths. There is one thing, however, in 
which 1 quite agree with the president, 
that is, that it is wiser to arrange these 
things with the hospital, board than to 
expose them in the daily papers.

How Many lono Widows Support Thorn- 
j,. Holvos lu Largo Cities. 

"Gontlemon only?" said the lone wid- 
■ow to ;i Now York Tribune reporter. 
"No, I wish I might put out such a sign 
as that, but I can't afford to bo so par- 
ticular. You think women are as pood 
as men? So they may be, but all the 
same, they are. an awful lot more 
bother. Men ain't angels— far from it 
—but then most of them have the graco 
to take themselves olf to their business 
early in tho morning, and 1 don't see 
no more of 'em till night, and then 
when they are in the house they stay in 
their rooms and behave themselves, 
while the women are continually run- 
ning in and out of my kitchen, carrying 
pitchers of hot water and slopping up 
my stairs as they go along. You see 
most of 'em arc bound to wash their 
duds, in spite of all I can say against it, 
and tho worst of it is. they will bring 
'em down to tho kitchen to iron 'em, 
and that is awful worrying to the cook, 
knowing, as she docs, chat precious few 
of 'era will over give her so much as you 
might wrap round your linger. 

"And then thoy will cook besides: 
not on my stove— I wouldn't allow that 
— buton oil stovosin theft rooms, black- 
ening tho ceiling till it makes mo sick 
to loolc at it, and sometimes keeping the 
bouse smelling so strong of fried meat 
that my best lodgers threaten to leave 
me. Now gentlemen, whatever faults 
they may have, don't do thcirown wash- 
ing, and they get their meals in restau- 
rants, and they ain't always coming to 
me with complaints of tho negligence 
or the 'sass' of the housemaid. How 
is she to sweep a room properly. I'd like 
to know, when there's a string stretched 
<dean across it, hung with damp clothes'.' 
I don't so much mind that string, 
though, as 1 do the way some of them 
has of plastering their wet handker- 
chiefs against the wall to save the 
trouble of ironing 'em. letting the water 
trickle down for the dust to settlo in 
and ruin the looks of the walls that 
may be has been newly-painted. No, it 
ain't only the real poor ones that'doos 
this. I have in my house now a public 
school-teacher getting her thousand- 
dollar salary, ami a draper earning 
twenty-five dollars a week, and a mil- 
liner whose bonnets 1 can't afford 
even to look at. they are so high-priced; 

and all thrc f them women, though 

they go out every Sunday in their tailor- 
made suits, keep their oil-stoves, and 
do some of their own washing. 

"Do the men never annoy mo? Of 
course they do. Did you ever see a 
man that wouldn't throw burnt matches 
on the front stops when ho was going 
out in the morning? That ain't so bad, 
though, as dropping lighted cigars on 
my staircase when they come in late at 
night not quite themselves, and then 
trying to get into the wrong rooms. Re- 
quire references? Yes, that is a form I 
have to go through with, though often 
they don't amount to a row of pins. 1 
go a little by folks' faces but most- 
ly by the way they talk. When a 
woman is 'too sweet to be wholesome.' I 
tell her that I don't think any of my 
rooms will suit her, and when a man 
comes palavering around mo I say the 
same thing to him. 

"Profer single gentlemen? That I 
do! I always have my misgivings when 
a married couplo comes in, for even if 
thcro arc no children they sometimes 
make it unpleasant for the other lodgers. 

"As for children, I can make allow- 
ances for them, having had five of my 
own. but then I can't expect the same of 
my lodgers. There was a baby here 
la.t year, in my first floor front, and 
ih.it child, after keeping quiet all day 
long, would begin to yell in the 
evening just as soon as the old 
bachelor in my first Moor back 
would come into his room, and koep 
it. up so long that I wasn't a bit 
surprised when I found that I'd have 
togiveup either the bachelor or tho 
baby— of course tho baby was the one I 
t3t go. Children after they tire big 
enough to walk and talk ain't so much 
complained of, but they have a.i awful 
bad habit of dropping pieces of pie on 
the stairs for folks to step on. 

"Men better pay than women? No; 
when it comes to that, 1 have less trouble 
with women. A woman will sometimes 
stand hero and jew me down to the low- 
est price I could possibly let a room go 
at. hut after that she will most always 
pay what, she promises; while time and 
again I've had to threaten young fel- 
lows to go to their employers for my 
room- rent. I don't know as it would do 
any good, but it gives them a scare, as 
they naturally like to stand well with 
them they work for. 

"There is a lot of money in renting 
out your rooms if you own the bouse you 
live in, but if you have house-rent to 
pay, it is only a hand-to-mouth living 
that you get out of it. My hall rooms 
go oir easy enough at any time of tho 
year, but sometimes the large ones hang 
on till I get so discouraged that, if it 

wasn't for my children, I'd give up the 
bouse and go at some other kind of busi- 
ness."

"Hold on." cried tin? other 
man; "we can't pass that, for it, ain't 
true! It ain't, a largo and respectable 
caucus! Thoro's only two of us." "Yon 
keen still, brother!" commanded the 
wily Hannibal; "it's all right, for 7011 
are largo and I am respectable."

THE WELLINGTON STRIKE. 

Tho mooting «>f tho minors, lielil in 
Nanaitno, on Thursday, shows pretty 
clearly that many of the men believe that 
au end should be put to the strike at 
Wellington. That strike litis been a 
heavy drain on the miners, many of 
whom have families to support. Thirty 
thousand dollars is a very large sum, and 
this is the sum that has been paid, chiefly 
by the workingmen, to aid in the support 
of the men on strike at Wellington. A 
man who has a family to feed and clothe 
should bo quite sure that be is doing right 
when he gives ten per cent, of his earn- 
ings to support men in idleness for whom 
plenty of .work and good pay aro waiting. 
This is not like contributing money to 
relievo those who aro destitute because 
they cannot get work. It is a noble 
thing for a working man, or any other 
man to make sacrifices to relieve distressed 
fellow-creatures, but is it noble or right for 
a man to deprive his wife and children of 
what they ought to have in order to 
keep men in idleness who could, if they 
liked, be better off than ho is himself ? 
'•But we," say the Nanaimo miners, "are 
contending for a principle." What is that 
principle 1 This is a mutter well worth 
inquiring into calmly and seriously. It 
is admitted that there is no dispute be- 
tween the Wellington mine-owners and 
miners as to pay. This is very important. 
The Wellington miners get aa good 
wages as their neighbors, and are paid as 
punctually and as satisfactorily in every 
way. 

Neither is there any dispute as to 
hours of labor. The eight hours rule has 
boon in operation for years in Welling- 
ton. There was a dispute as to how the 
eight hours are to be counted, but. that 
has, wo believe, been settled. There is 
no complaint as to the safety of the 
Wellington mines. It is admitted 
that Dunsinuir & Sons use every 
precaution to keep their mines 
safe for the men to work in. 
There being no dispute as to wages, 
hours of labor, or condition of the initios, 
what is there to complain of ' What 
grievance is there of sufficient impor- 
tance to justify the Wellington miners ill 
leaving oil work and making themselves 
a burden on their industrious fellow- 
workmen i 

Tho answer is. the Dunsmuirs will not 
consent to the establishment of a grievance 
committee composed partly of miners. That 
is, they will not allow the men a share in 
the management of the mine. Admit- 
ting, for tho sake of argument, that it is 
desirable, from the miners' point of view, 
to havo a grievance committee, is the re- 
fusal to allow the establishment of such a 
committee suflieient cause to justify men 
in going out on strike and bringing on 
themselves, their families and their 
neighbors the suffering and distross and 
inconvenience that idleness, whether vol- 
untary or enforced, brings on ? 

Few men, no matter what their 
station or employment may ho, tan gut 
all they want, or even all they believe 
they havo a right to. Is it right for men, 
when they cannot get everything they 
ask for, to throw down their tools and 
say they w ill work no moro / Is the de- 
nial of the claim to have a voice in 
settling disputes between the employers 
and tho men when a man is earning good 
wages, punctually paid, artel ia otherwise 
well treated, grievance enough to justify 
him in ceasing to earn the money re- 
quired for his own support and that of 
his wife and little ones, if he has a family 1 

Wo would go further and ask is it a 
grievance at oil ' Oould business bo 



properly conducted if men everywhere 
churned the right to share with their em- 
ployers its management ? Wo, for our 
part, believe that it could not, and if 
the intelligent miner would allow himself 
coolly and calmly to consider the matter, 
we believe that he would be of the some 
opinion. The control of a large business 
must be altogether in the hand* of its 
managers. They alone possess the 
knowledge of its details which is neces- 
sary for itn successful diroetion. LiBfc the 
miner put himself in the manager's place 
and bo will nee that interference 
would soon put everything astray. It is 
necessary in tho miner's or workingman's 
own interest that tho business in which 
ho is employed should he successfully 
conducted. When things go wrong with 
a business concern the workingman is tho 
first to sudor. Time is shortened and 
men ate discharged. A judicious em- 
ployer will settle disputes a3 wisely and 
as satisfactorily as any committee, and 
more in accordance with the interests of 
the business. Wo do not think that the 
miners have Buffered much for the want 
of ti grievance committee, and cer- 
tainly the suffering in no case 
has been suflieient to warrant, 
a strike. We have talked to 
many workingmon who are of 
the same opinion. Indeed, wo have 
more than once heard men say that they 
hud moro confidence in tho go d sense 
and justice of tho management than in 
that of any o mmittee that might be 
chosen. 

Hut tho quest ion we would like to 
raise is not, are grievance cominitteesdesir- 
able, but is the failure to obtain them, 
from the workingman's point of view, 
suflieient cause lo justify a strike ? Is a 
man who is getting good wages, who is 
satisfied with the hours of work, warrant- 
ed in striking because his employers do 
not see lit to grant linn and his fellow- 
workiaCTi a gncvar.ee committee .

A MODERN ISRMAEL. 

One of the effects of the McKinley 
tariff is to make the United States a kind 
of Ishmaelite among the nations of the 
earth, the has raised her hand against 
every nation, and every nation— Great 
Britain, perhaps, excepted— seems dis- 
posed to raise its hand against her. 
Franco has id ready made a beginning. 
It has initiated tho policy which has 
aptly been characterized as " tit for tat." 
A tariff bill has been introduced into 
the French Legislature which provides 
for two sets of duties, a maximum sot and 
a minimum set. To the products of the 
nations which in a commercial sense 
deal in a neighborly way with France 
the lower tariff will be applied, but or 
those of the unneifhborly nations the 
duties of the higher tariff will be im- 
posed. The President is, by the new 
law, invested with the power to decide 
how the tariff is to be applied. This is 
in some respects like the McKinley 
tariff, which lias its reciprocity clauses. 
But those clauses only apply to a few 
products, and those of a kind nut pro- 
duced in the United Sta'e.s. Tho duties 
of the French tariff apply to all the pro- 
ducts of the nations subjected to either 
retaliatory or reciprocal treatment, 
This policy may not be in strict 
accordance with the laws of 
the most enlightened system of political 
economy, but it suits human nature to a 
T. Commerce is like Christianity, in one 
respect, it en joins on those who pursue 
it not to return evil for ovil ; hut, it is un- 
like Christianity in this regard, it con- 
siders nothing but its own interests. It 
counsels the policy which pays, perfectly 
regardless of feeling of any kind. 

It i-i more than probable that the other 
countries of continental Europe will fol- 
low tho example set by France. They 
will shape their commercial policy so as 
to get even, if they can, with the United 
States. Although the Government of 
Great Britain does not believe in com- 
mercial retaliation, there aro many of 
Queen Victoria's subjects who do. These 
are already, as we have seen, trying to 
persuade the people of Groat Britain and 
hel' various dependencies lo discriminate 
in favor of each other, all d against all 
other nations whose trade policy is 
not liberal. It is not likely 
that they will succeed in estab- 
lishing what they call " Fair Trade" in 
firoat Britain, but the indications aro that 
the McKinley tariff lias converted a good 
many to their way cf thinking. If the 
Americans found themselves excluded 
from almost ovcry foreign market, or only 
permitted to trade in them under great 
disadvantages, they would, of course, be 
able to exist, for their own country is 
very rich and \v\z magnificent resources ; 
but they would find that what they con- 
sider selfishness in commerce docs not 
td ways promote the prosperity of a nation, 
that, in fact, it, defeats its own ends, and 
makes the object at which it aims unat- 
tainable. The conviction, however, that 
the McKinley policy is fated to die an 
early death may have blioeffecfcof making 
the attitude of foreign nations towards 
tho United States as regards trade less 
vindictive. 



Tho Farmers' Alliance, which played 
so conspicuous and so important a part 
| in the elections of fcho United States, op- 
] pears to be quite a formidable combina- 
tion, [ts president's name is Polk. Ho 
! has been telling the people what the Al- 
t litineo it; and what it wants, lie says 
I that the principles on which the Alliance 
I is founded aro solid and correct, and that 
I one of tho things which it intends to 
j bring about is financial reform. What 
! ho moans by financial reform is not quite 
J clear, but tho members of the Alliance 
sooin to think that it means putting more 
! money within tho reach of the farmers. 
Some of them aro of opinion that the 
[ United States Government should go into 
1 the hanking business and the grain trade, 
; and make the farmers larce advances on 
| tho growing crop, some contend, to within 
i eighty per cent, of its value. Others 
I again want to see more money made — 
1 whether by the printing presses or tho 
mint -duo.-! not, ns yet, appear ,-ery clearly. 
Some accounts would lead to the con- 
clusion that the Farmers' Alliance is a re- 
viral, in .some son, of the Greenback 
parly. The conclusion that the intelligent 
reader of the American newspapers is 
likely to arrive at is that the Alliance has 
very loose and very crude notions as to 
what are the functions of Government, 
and that its members are doomed to be 
disappointed. But whether their views 
are reasonable or practical or not, it is 
certain that they form a very powerful 
combination. President Polk claims that 
the Alliance has been able to elect thirty- 
eight members of Congress, and that 
twelve or fifteen others will most likely 
net with the party. Whether or not these 
members will work with tho Democratic 
Parly appears as yet uncertain. It is 
quite evident that the Alliance does not 
regard the Republicans with very friend- 
ly feelings, but the chances of their being 
able to form a third party .seem just now 
: to be very slim indeed. The organiza- 
tion is, however, strong enough to make 
j itself feared and respected, and a good 
j deal will, no doubt, be heardabout it and 
; from it in tho not distant future. 

BELGIUM'S CONDIVIO.S. 

There is talk of a revolution in Bel- 
' guim. The Socialists are very strong in 
I that country, and the people generally by 
| no means satisfied with either their social or 
their political condition. An agitation has 
| been going on there of late to obtain univer- 
' salsuilrage and a workingday of eight hours, 
i The agitators have been attempting to 
enlist the sympathy of I lie soldiers on 
their side. The object 'jf many of them 
is to establish a republic. The Belgians 
are not very fond of royalty. Tho reign- 
ing dynasty is not by any means an old 
1 one. It, has not existed quite sixty 
: years. Leopold of Saxe Cohurg was in 
1831 chosen by the Ministry and a 
; National Congress to be King, and, 
though he was a good man ami a mild 
sovereign, he and his family were never 
very popular. 

But Belgium can hardly be said to bo 
an independent nation, [t is a small 
country, and the surrounding nations 
exercise over it a very great influence, 
j It is said that Germany would like to add 
, Belgium to the Empire, and Bismarck was 
I credited with working to effect that ob- 
| ject. It is not likely that the Emperor of 
Germany, liberal as he in, would like to 
see a republic established in Belgium. 
It may be safely taken for granted that 
1 ho will do what he can to prevent, such a 
I consummation. But France, Belgium's 
nearest neighbor to the South, is Repub- 
lican, and it i:i not likely that the French 
Government will quietly sec the Belgians 
interfered with. They will probably take 
the position thai the Belgians bo allowed 
to have the form of government which 
I hey consider best. It is evident that a 
revolution in Belgium would do much to 
complicate the European situation. It is 
not likely that any of the po wers, either 
monarchical or republican, are very de- 
sirous that the change should be effected 
just now, and, therefore, it is probable 
that the Belgians will have to wait for 
their Republic.

Mis good nature has been a notice- 
able thing about his conduct on previous 
nays, lie funnel fault with his lecturer 
and with what people said : in fact, with 
everything. Succi says ho always loses 
temper in his fast, and so that indicates 
nothing, but, he added, that generally he 
does nut feel that way until the fifteenth 
day.

Celebration of Thurman's Seventy 
Seventh Auniversary at 
Columbus. 



A Grand Democratic Jollification— 
Grover Cleveland's Great 
Popularity. 



Columbus, Ohio, Nov. 13.— Seldom is 
such a galaxy of thoughtful and interesting 
men grouped around a banquet table as 
assembled here to-night at the invitation of 
the Thurman club to celebrate the seventy- 
seventh anniversary of the birth of Allan 
G. Thurinai), and incidentally to publicly 
rejoice over democracy's overwhelming vic- 
tory in the recent elections. 

Grover Cleveland's stirring denunciation 
of tho excessivo taxation and the reckless 
governmental expenditures struck the key- 
note of the evening's "proceedings and gave 
to what was peculiarly an occasion to do 
homage to the " Grand Old Roman " and 
for the discussion of epicurean dishes and 
nectarine drinks, a tone of supreme devotion 
to the good of the country anil the welfare 
of its most lowly citizens. 

One thousand persons, representing each 
section of the United States, busied them- 
selves with the discussion of the principles 
of Democratic frugality and simplicity as 
enunciated by the party's most honored 
leaders. 

Although the banquet constituted the 
only public ceremony of the day, the city 
put OU her gala attire, the stars and stripes 
and gay bunting greeting the eye in every 
street. 

Every incoming train brought distin- 
guished delegations bent on testifying their 
admiration for Grover Cleveland's running 
mate in the last presidential election, and 
on renewing their devotion to the man 
whom all point to as the Democratic candi- 
date in 1892, and who is to succeed Presi- 
dent Harrison. 

Ex-President Cleveland arrived on an 
early train, and wan immediately driven to 
the residence of Governor Campbell. An 
hour later Senator-elect Drice arrived at the 
executive mansion, and soon the two de 
parted to pay their respects to Ohio's dis- 
tinguished septuagenarian.

THE LAST OF THE GANG. 

I!ube Smith (if the Burrows Robbers, Sen- 
tenced to a Long- Imprisonment. 

Jackson, Miss., Nov. 15. — Rube Smith, 
of the Burrows gang of train robbers, 
has been convicted in the federal court 
and sentenced to life imprisonment for 
participating in tlieBuckatuninn train rub- 
bery, September 25, 188!). Rube Smith 
is first cousin of Rube Burrows, and is 
•considered by the officers of the Southern 
Express company as one of the most 
daring of the band of outlaws of which 
[lube Burrows was chief. 

He was sentenced to tho full extent of 
the law, 10 years in pr son for the robbery of 
express companies at Buckatunina, Miss., 
and for the robbery of the United States 
mail car on same date and train. Gov- 
ernor Stone will turn the prisoner over 
to the United States authorities, and lie 
will be taken to Sing Sing, N. V. Tins 
is the last of the Burrows gang of train 
robbers and desperadoes. 

Witnesses fur Si «ith, Ira Baiker, James 
Barker and Joseph Smith, who testified 
t hat the defendant was at the home of 
his farmer, in Lamar county, Septembei 
•25, 1880, the date of the robbery, were 
indicted by the federal grand jury Tues- 
day, for pei jury, and to-day they will be 
arrested and arraigned. They pleaded 
not guilty aud were remanded to jail in 
default of bail. 

While in the penitintiary serving the 
sentence imposed by law. Smith wrote a 
letter to his father which was to be ear 
ried out by a pardoned convict, Jell 
Moody. The letter was turned over by 
Moody to Manager Jenkins of the prison, 
and in this letter Smith confessed his 
participations in the robbery at Bucka- 
tumna. He said that bis only means of 
escape left was fur his father to send 
him by Moody three pistols and plenty 
of cartridges, declaring that wi h these 
ho could effect his escape without tiring a 



THE PANAMA CANAL. 

Hill Passed to Rpsunni Work -Tlie Colon Mob 
Fires. 

Panama, Nov. 1-1.— The Colum- 
bian senate has passed the bill 
for the resumption of work on 
(ho Panama canal, but the terms 
are bo heavy that Lieut. Wise, who sub- 
mitted the original proposal, declares that 
they cannot be accepted. The senate per- 
sisted m its demand of 20,01)0,01)0 francs 
ing old as an indemnity, and 1,000,000 
shares in stock. 

The bill has gone to tho house, where 
there is a faint hope that the provisions 
made will bu modified. A deputation of 
tho principal citizens of Panama has left 
for Bogota to wait on the President of the 
Republic and urge him not to allow the 
scheme to fall through, and to urge bis 
influence with the legislature to induce it 
to reduce tho unreasonable demands, 

American citizens residing in Colon 
have signed and forwarded to Secretary 
Blaine a petition appealing to him and 
tho United States government to have 
recognized and settled by tho Colombian 
government their losses caused by the 
lire of 1885, which the insurance com- 
panies refused to pay becauso thoy were 
caused by an incendiary mob, for whose 
acts tho government was responsible. 

The petitioners urge speedy action, on 
account of their Bufferings from another 
lire, which has just destroyed tho last 
part of the town.
